How frequently the observation is 
made that we Congregational Christian 
folk do not know enough about the 
fellowship of churches to which we 
belong.

The Rev. Richard Abel McKay, re- 
jed minister of the Southeast Con- 


-~=vention, passed away on Sunday, Octo- 


ber 5, 1958 as a result of a fall suffered 
the latter part of September. 

Mr. McKay was the organizer of the 
United Congregational Christian 
Church, LaGrange, Ga. During the ma- 
ny years of his ministry he served a 
number of parishes, including the fol- 
lowing: Union Grove, Haleyville, Ala., 
Fairview and Hackleburg at Hackle- 
burg, Ala. Woodbury, Ga., Shady 
Grove, Ala., and Mt. Olive, East Talla- 
ssee, Ala. . 

Mr. McKay completed his seminary 
work at the Atlanta Theological Semi- 
nary. He was ordained into the Con- 
gregational Christian ministry in 1910. 

After retiring from the active min- 
istry he made his home with his dau- 
ghter, Mrs. Edgar Ballard, Tallassee, 
Ala: 

The funeral service was conducted 
on Tuesday, Oct. 7, at the Mt. Olive 
Congregational Christian Church by 
the pastor, the Rev. James W. Walters. 


At The General Council 
Dr. Fred Hoskins Said — 


Rev. Dr. Fred Hoskins, minister and 
secretary of the General Council, told 
the 14th biennial meeting of the coun- 
cil at Mechanics Hall, Boston, Mass.: 

“Christians are not fully agreed on 
the strategy for achieving a reasonable 
expression of the essential equality of 
men, but in this we are all agreed, that 
in the matter of race relations we must 
never relax the tension which draws 
us from where we are to where we 
ought to be. That which draws us in 
Christ, and the estate to which we are 
drawn is brotherhood that knows no 
caste of color or station.” 

‘Too many are viewing the problem 
of integration as something impossible 
of accomplishment. The very opposite 
is trhe. Tremendohs gains are being 
made in the South — and the North — 
today. 

“We applaud and support the move- 
ment toward order and conciliation, 
just as we condemn and deplore the 
actions of those — North and South — 
who foster violence and hatred. 

“By unflagging effort, by the deter- 
ination to finish what we have start- 

l, by substituting for our selfish aims 


NOTES FROM PURDUE

The National Conference on Christ- 
ian Education was held at Purdue Un- 
iversity in LaFayette, Indiana, Aug. 
19-22, 1958. Three thousand delegates 
descended on the Purdue campus on 
Tuesday afternoon, all frantically try- 
ing to find the place where they would 
stay, where they would attend classes, 
and where the other conference activi- 
ties would be held (especially meals). 
Luckily, each was provided with a map 
of the campus to find his way around. 
One of the young people had this sign 
on his back! “Don’t follow me; I’m lost 
too!” “We could all wear that sign”, 
said Mrs. Kelley, 

But once we learned our way around 
the huge campus, we found ourselves 
completely absorbed in the program 
which kept us busy from early morn 
till late at night. How many times Mrs. 
Kelley and I remarked that we did so 
wish that our whole church could share 
this experience with us. It was a rich 
one! 

The theme for this conference was 
very significant — “One Lord — One 
Mission”. This was the first conference 
on Christian Education to be held by 
the United Church of Christ. As the 
ancient Hebrews said, “Hear, O Israel: 
the Lord our God is one Lord.” Our 
symbol which appeared on all litera- 
ture and was illuminated for our Wor- 
ship Center, told of the four aspects 
of our one mission. The upper left 
quarter held two churches blended in- 
to one — symbolic of the mission of 
the church to the world, as well as of 
the increased unity of effort of the new 
United Church of Christ. Opposite this, 
the symbol of the caring hands which 
reach out in compassion to the world’s 
need. Below this the symbol of the 
lamp, representing the light of know- 
ledge and truth which is often kept 
alive in dark areas of the world by the 
Christian faith and gospel. In the fourth 
quarter is the open Bible whose mes- 
sage must be impressed upon the hearts 
and minds of multitudes in our land 
and abroad. It is the mission of the 
church to bring the impact of God’s 
Word to bear on human life. All these 
symbols are bound together by the 


the Lordship of Christ we do dare hope 
to realize the brotherhood we seek in 
a truly democratic America.” 


cross of Christ, without which all these 
would be meaningless. 

An opening morning worship service 
gave us an inspirational thought for the 
day, being led by well-known Christ- 
ian leaders — Lawrence Jones (E & R), 
Purd Deitz (E & R), and Martin Luth- 
er King (Baptist). After this we all at- 
tended two study groups of our own 
choosing. Each of us learned much 
which we can use in our local church 
and our convention, Even though we 
Congregational Christians were out- 
numbered six to one, I felt we learned 
much more by being in the minority. 
We learned more about our sister 
church, the Evangélical and Reformed 
Church. And I hope each of us will be 
able to sharé with you from time to 
time the new ideas and techniques we 
learned at Purdue. 


After lunch there wer: interest 
groups to go to on more specific top- 
ics, such as The Church School Worker, 
Pilgrim Series, the Family Resource 
Book, your church library, and others. 

This was followed by recreation. 
Most of us found little time for that, 
we were so busy trying to get to the 
book store (which was the weakness of 
us all), the exhibits, the plays and spe- 
cial meetings. There was no such thing 
as “free time”, for no one wanted to 
miss anything which might give him 
something clse to take back to his 
church. 


Each night there was a wonderful 
worship service which included sing- 
ing, scripture and prayers and the eve- 
ning addresses. There were two speak- 
ers or other programs each even- 
ing, and although we were all so tired 
that we did not see how we could sit 
still for one, we could not see how any 
of the speakers could have been omit- 
ted. Our speakers included Dr. Fred 
Hoskins, minister of the General Coun- 
cil and co-president of the United 
Church of Christ; Dr. John R. C. Haas, 
first vice-president of the E& R 
Church; Helen Baker, United Church 
Women; Dr. Truman Douglas, Board of 
Home Missions; David Stowe, American 
Board (CC); and Senator Hubert Hum- 
phrey, heard by telephone from the 
Senate chambers. This always was fol- 
lowed by informal get-togethers. 

The days were full; the program was 
packed; the inspiration was wonderful; 
and we all came home feeling how 
glad we were that we could be there.

Brookmeade Church 
Changes Name 


The Brookmeade Congregational 
Church voted at its quarterly meeting 
to change its name to BROOKMEADE 
UNITED CHURCH (Congregational). 
The change was recommended by the 
publicity committee. Two very import- 
ant reasons prompted the change: Ist, 
the church wanted to identify itself 
more closely with the new United 
Church of Christ in America; 2nd, it 
was felt that the new name would bet- 
ter interpret what the church stands 
for in the local community. The ma- 
jority of more than 45 members re- 
ceived into the church during the past 
two years has been of other denomi- 
nations. As several of them said at the 
business meeting, it is easier to give up 
your own denomf{national loyalty if 
you believe you are uniting with a 
fellowship that stands for church unity. 

In a city where denominational lines 
are very sharply drawn, those people 
who grow beyond the petty differen- 
ces that divide Protestant groups want 
a church fellowship that is inclusive. 
The Brookmeade Church offers that 
hope, and Brookmeade believes the new 
name will attract those people who in 
the past have often wondered just 
what off-brand the “Congregational 
Christians” were anyway. 

Mrs. Clyde C. Flannery held a re- 
ception at the church parsonage on Oc- 
tober 17th for the new members and 
friends of the church. With the mem- 
mership scattered over the city (some 
members live 14 or 15 miles away), 
this offers one way for the church 
members to.become better acquainted 
with the new friends of the church. 
The church also has a coffee hour fol- 
lowing the morning service on Sunday 
to help the new members and visitors 
become acquainted with other members 
of the congregation. Brookmeade has 
several new families in the congrega- 


tion this fall.

Echoes From Southern Union

The echoes are ringing loud and cleac 
with 243 students enrolled in the fall 
quarter, They come from five states: 
217 from Alabama, 12 from Georgia, 
10 from Florida, and two each from 
South Carolina and Tenness¢e. 100 of 
them are boarding students, while 143 
commute, many of them more than 100 
miles per day. 

The men far cutnumber the women, 
as there are 196 men and 47 women, 
There is some little debate about the 
quality being “even-Steven.” Wadley 
leads the list of towns, having 36 stu- 
dents, while Roanoke and Alexander 
City are close behind with 34 and 32 
respectively. 

The religious affiliation of any group 
of psople is interesting and this is es- 
pecially true of the Southern Union 
students this year. 107 are membcrs 
of the Baptist persuasion, while 45 are 
Methodists. The Congregationa’ Chris~- 
tian Church runs a poor third with 33. 
In addition, three other students gave 
the Baptist and Methodist as their pre- 
ference. 

Five students listed themselves as 
members of each of the Christian and 
Presbyterian groups while three said 
they were members of the Church of 
God. The Nazarene, Episcopal and Lu- 
theran Churches each claimed two stu- 
dents and one is a Catholic. Twenty- 
nine did not indicate any church mem- 
bership or preference, 

The new members of the facu'ty are 
Miss Grace Crump of Mart, Texas, as- 
sociate Professor of Music, and Mr. 
Russell A. Olive of Talladega, Ala- 
bama, Associate Professor of Biology. 
Other new staff members include Mr. 
Robert Faulkner, Business Manager; 
Mrs. Robcrt Faulkner, Public Rela- 
tions; Mrs. Nannie-L. Carter, Assist- 
ant Dietitian; Mrs. Glenda Perry. As- 
sistant Librarian and Mrs. Burnette 
Bonham, Administrative Assistant and 
Secretary to the President. Mr. Robert 
Adams is the Librarian. 

The Bison football season has got- 
ten off to a 100 per cent start but a 
bit in the wrong direction as they have 
suffered defeat in all five games play- 
ed to date. Coaches Bentley and Will- 
iams have a good team, better than 
last year in many respects, but the 
comp‘tition encountered has been in- 
ereasingly tough.
